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M’KINLEYS TRIBUTE 
TO GENERAL GRANT 


AN ELOQUENT ORATION AT THE 
TOMB. 


Not a Single Untoward Incident Mars 
the 
Dedication Ceremonies—Citi­ 
zens of Galena, 111., Honor the Mem­ 
ory of the Great Soldier - Some 
Other Speeches. 


New York, April 23.—Never but once 
In the history of the world, and never 
before in the history of the 
United 
States, has such a tribute been paid 
to the noble dead as when on Tuesday, 
with wondrous pageant by land and 
sea, the nation dedicated 
the 
tomb 
that now holds the body of the hero, 
Ulysses S. Grant. 
Before the presidential party left 
the city to take part in the dedication

ceremonies 
the flag-decked 
streets 
were blaw: with people, who cheered 
vociferously as the great men drove 
by. 
The solemn service of the dedication 
seemed to throw a strange hush over 
this vast throng. The president stood 
bareheaded in the wind. 
When he 
spoke he was heard distinctly by the 
5,000 persons who stood directly 
in 
front of him. 
President McKinley’s tribute was as 
follows: 
“Fellow Citizens: A great life, dedi­ 
cated to the welfare of the nation, here 
Ands its earthly coronation. 
Even if 
this day lacked the impressiveness of 
ceremony and was devoid of pageantry 
it would still be memorable, because 
it is the anniversary of the birth of 
one of the most famous and best be­ 
loved of American soldiers. 
“Architecture has paid high tribute 
to the leaders of mankind, but never 
was a memorial more 
worthily 
be­ 
stowed or more gratefully accepted by 
a free people than the beautiful struc­ 
ture before which we are gathered. In 
marking the successful completion of 
this work, we have as witnesses and 
paiticipants 
representatives 
of 
all 
branches of our government, the resi­ 
dent officials of foreign nations, the 
governors of states, and the sovereign 
people from every section of our com­ 
mon country, who joined in this au­ 
gust tribute to the soldier, patriot and 
citizen. 
“Almost twelve years have passed 
since the heroic vigil ended and the 
brave spirit of Ulysses S. Grant fear­ 
lessly took its flight. Lincoln and Stan­ 
ton had preceded him, 
but 
of 
the 
m ighty captains of the war Grant was 


acier, we love nim an tne more for his 
home life and homely virtues. 
His 
individuality, his hearing and speech, 
his simple ways, had a flavor of rare 
and unique distinction, and his Ameri­ 
canism was so true and imcompromis- 
*ng that his name will stand for all 
time as the embodiment of liberty, loy­ 
alty and national unity. 
“Victorious in the work which tinder 
Divine Providence he was called upon 
to do, clothed with almost limitless 
power, he was yet one of the people— 
patient, patriotic and just. Success did 
not disturb the even balance of his 
mind, while fame was powerless 
to 
swerve him from the path of duty. 
Great as he was in war, he loved peace, 
and told the world that honorable arbi­ 
tration of differences was the best hope 
of civilization. 
“WithWashington and Lincoln,Grant 
has an exalted place in history and the 
affection of the people. 
To-day his 
memory is held in equal esteem by 
those whom he led to victory and by 
those who accepted his generous terms 
of peace. 
The veteran leaders of the 
blue and the gray here meet not only 
to honor the name of the departed 
Grant, but to testify to the living real­ 
ity of a fraternal national spirit which 
has triumphed over the differences of 
the past and transcended the limita­ 
tions of sectional lines. Its completion, 
which we pray God $o speed, will be th* 
nation’s greatest gior/. 
“It is right, then, that General Grant 
should have a memorial commensurate 
with his greatness and that his 
last 
resting place should be in the city of 
his choice,to which he was so attached 
in life and of whose ties he was not 
forgetful even in death. 
Fitting, too, 
is it that the great soldier should sleep 
beside the native river on whose banks 
he first learned the art of war, apd 
of which he became master and leader 
without a rival. 
“But let us not forget the glorious dis­ 
tinction which the metropolis among 
the fair sisterhood of American cities 
has honered his life and memory. W ith 
all that riches and sculpture can do to 
render the edifice worthy of the man, 
upon a site unsurpassed for magnifi­ 
cence has this monument been reared 
by New York as a perpetual record of 
his illustrious deeds, in the certainty 
that as time passes around it will as­ 
semble with gratitude and reverence 
and veneration men of all climes, races 
and nationalities. 
“New’ York holds in her keeping the 
precious dust of the silent soldier; but 
his achievements—what he 
and 
his 
brave comrades wrought for mankind 
—are in keeping of seventy millions of 
American citizens, who will guard the 
sacred heritage forever 
and forever­ 
more.” 
> 
Mayor Strong accepted the monument 
on behalf of New York’s citizens. 
The oration of the day was delivered 
by General Horace Porter. 
Surrounded by his cabinet, his gen­ 
erals, and his friends, President Mc­ 
Kinley stood and reviewed the great­ 
est military pageant ever seen in this 
city. There were regular soldiers, reg­ 
ular sailors, national guardsmen 
of 
the sea and land forces. Grand Army 
veterans, confederate veterans and the 
striplings who, in the future, may fight 
as gallantly as their fathers did. 
Soon after this President McKinley 
went aboard the Dolphin 
amid 
the 
booming of guns and 
reviewed 
the 
great warships that lay in the shadow 
of the tomb. 
At midnight all was quiet. 
The 
warships’ lights no longer were reflect­ 
ed by the placid Hudson, and the gray 
tomb on the eminence above stood out 
boldly against the black sky, at last 
a fitting monument erected by a grate­ 
ful nation to the soldier-president who 
through victories 
and 
war 
brought 
peace, and with peace brought honor.

Buildings Are Washed Away,and Many 


People Are Drowned—The List of 


Victims 
and Estimates of 
the 


Amount of Damages Cannot Now 


be Had, But it is Known That Half 


a Hundred Lost Their Lives. 


Guthrie, Oklahoma, 
April 
28—A 
wave of death swept over this town 
t>day, and scores of people are dead. 
A ala o’clock thia morning a tidal 
wave came down the cotton wood val­ 
ley, and struck thin eity with great 
force. 
A deaf ming roar went up ae the 
water crashed houses and drore peo­ 
ple from their homes. 
At the first rash every boat and 
bridge were swept away. 
All West Guthrie is submerged and 
twenty of the bus! less houses have 
ten feet cf water in them 
The river ii thirty feet above ordi­ 
nary level. 
Fifty lives were lost. 
The wave was seven feet high and a 
mile long. 
The work of rescue is going on, 
hut work cannot be effectively done. 
TI e death list cannot he completed, 
nor will the amount of damage be 
known for some days. 


Keokuk, Iowa., April 28.—The Egyp­ 
tian levee, protecting the Hunt drain­ 
age district, 
between 
Warsaw 
and 
Quincy, broke Tuesday at a point nint 
miles below Warsaw, and as a result 
about 25,000 acres of the richest bot­ 
tom lands in the Mississippi valley 
were flooded and damage to the extent 
of many thousands of dollars caused. 
This levee has stood the strain so 
well that practically no preparations 
were made for a flood in the district. 
The inhabitants w’ere taken wholly un­ 
awares and the giving aw’ay of 
the 
levee caused the wildest 
excitement. 
Couriers on horseback rode through 
the district giving the alarm while oth­ 
ers went to Warsaw for boats to get 
the people and stock out of the reach 
of the rapidly advancing waters.

rienced in Quincy, but so rapidly did 
the water rise that many of the local 
factories had to shut down last even­ 
ing. 
About the largest crib of corn 
in this section is owned by a man 
named Reding, near Canton. There are 
100,000 bushels in the crib, whiqji now, 
stands in two feet of water. 
Charles 
Incise of the Hamilton Milling com­ 
pany has lost 50,000 bushels of corn 
by the flood. A large quantity of stock 
has either been drowned or been left 
by former occupants 
of 
houses 
to 
starve. Every hour makes more trou­ 
ble for the railroads. There is no tell­ 
ing how soon the tracks of all roads 
at West Quincy will have to be aban­ 
doned.

Bock in a cheaper and more effective 
manner. 
Under the present m anage­ 
m ent the Beloit Water Power com - 
pany has control of the race which 
furnishes the power for the principal 
factories. 
Each 
factory receives a 
share in p'oportion to the am ount of 
stock it holds in the company. 
Unfit r 
the proposed arrangem ent, the w ater 
power will be converted into electric­ 
ity and each factory and mill will get 
an equal share of it instead of a pro­ 
portionate share. 
In I ie ra e now there are above 
forty wheels and an equal num ber of 
flumes, all of which leak th rs wasting 
he power. 
In the pronosed scheme 
t is planned to 
concentrate all the 
power into one big flume at the end of 
which will be ten big turbines. 
Thus 
it is claimed 50 per cent of the power 
will be saved. 
This plan has already 
been proved a practical and successful 
one in Beloit, the Beloit Iron works 
having adopted it some time ago and 
it now being in use there and in Rock­ 
ford where there is a similar water 
power conopiuy. 
The cost of making this one flume 
and of 
constructing the 
necessary 
buildings and machinery it is esti­ 
m ated would be about $75,000. 
All 
the m anufacturers seem to favor 
the 
plan and the only question to be set­ 
tled as w hether the am ount saved 
would be sufficient to pay the interest 
on the investment.

T he Gazette secured 
permission to 
publish the following xtracU: 
“ Talk about 
sights!

park on a bright, still, warm Sunday, 
such as today, is the grandest place 
on earth to see turnouts of all kinds— 
and there are ten wheels to one car­ 
riage. 
I have come to the conclusion 
th a t a pretty girl, prettily dressed, 
gracefully mounted on a wheel is a 
'sight w orth seeing.’ 
I saw hundreds 
of them today. 
By far the prettiest 
8‘ght I saw was tw o girls on a tandem. 
T heir suits were of a brownish grry, 
w ith cap and knee boots of same ma­ 
terial. 
The prevailing suit here is 
cap, sweater, knickerbockers, short 
skirt 
and

w ith leather vamp and leath°r-trim m ed 
up the front, where it laces. 
I saw, 
now and then, a sprinkling of bloom­ 
ers. and still less frequently, a divided 
sk irt.

th e men. 
Young and old alike sat 
astride their mount. 
They looked 
finely, and in my opinion it is the only 
proper and safe way for them to ride.

In go­ 
ing from W ashington, to

park, we took the 'M idw ay,’ as every 
one does. 
In going to Jackson park,

We left Washington Park where there

We dismounted, 
and 
for an hour 


w atched them go by, aud I assure you 
it was one of the finest entertainm ents 
I ever enjoyed. .While never tiring of i 
the moving panaram a before us, our i 
plan was to go to Lincoln park, a run 
of abont ten miles over on fhe North 
side. 
After seeing the countless num ­ 
ber of wheels in Washington and Jack­ 
son and Midway, we thought all the 
riders were there, but we passed them 
on oar way in bunches of twos,threes, 
fives, tens, twenties, and even larger 
aggregations all the way over th a t 
tea mile course, and when we reached 
the park we found thousands more of 
them, 
it was a beautiful sight, and 
if I had had a dream, 
the angels of 
sleep could not have im printed upon 
my brain a more beautiful picture. Al­ 
though the m ajor and myself have 
driven our wheels full seventy miles 
today 60 far from being fatigued, I am 
only exhilerated, and 
quite disin­ 
clined to court 
sleep 
and if I 
do 
not return to Janesville tell my friends 
the last seen of me I was 
trying to 
catch a couple of pretty girls on a ta n ­ 
dem headed south in Jackson 
park. 
The gear of my wheel was too low and 
they were giving me the j oily he ! ha! 
“ But lock on th a t picture and then

How charged the scene!

This is a hospital. 
These 
suffering 
specimens of 
hum anity, 
wan 
and 
wasted, hoping for relief by the sur­ 
geon’s knife cr the physicians skill, 
were once, for aught, 
we know, as 
beautiful and attractive as they But 
the bright, rosy light of the morning, 
which bu t yesterday shone in 
their 
laces, has given place to th a t other 
expression which comes of anguish, 
physical aud m ental.

veil which shields the mystery, lest 
an unnecessary pang should be added 
to the already over burdened soul of 
these sufferers.

In solven cy L aw s. 
The assignment laws of Wisconsin 
have been amended at the inatanee of 
the Milwaukee Credit Men’a associa­ 
tion, and the law was signed by the 
governor last Saturday. 
The import­ 
ant changes provide that where pref­ 
erences exist, they shall be deciaied 
void, and the assignment valid. Courts 
are 
authorized 
to 
amend 
assign­ 
ments, inventions and 
all 
papers 
and documents relating to 
ass gu- 
ments, so as to carry out the intent of 
the assignor and whenever necessary 
are empowered to appoint a receiver 
to administer the assets for the bene­ 
fit of all creditors. 
Provision is also 
made for allowing a debtor, whose 
property has been seized under an ex­ 
ecution or writ of attachment, 
to 
make an assignment within ten days 
thereafter, which results ic dissolving 
the levy upon his property, which is 
thereupon turned over to an assignee 
or receiver and distributed pro rata 
among all the creditors. 
Another important change in the 
law provides for what is known as in­ 
voluntary assignment. 
Under the 
provision of this section two or mort 
creditors of an insolvent debtor, under 
certain conditions 
may apply to a 
court and have attachments dissolved 
a receiver appointed to take charge of 
and distribute the proceeds pro rats 
among the creditors. 
The prohibition of preferences a( d 
the involuntary assignment featuris 
of this act are the prominent feature a 
of the Torrens bankiuptcy bill which 
has been before congress for several 
years.

air tight. 
After 
being 
coated, 
the 
blocks had been held over a fire that 
the gum might be melted and evenly 
distributed, and the block is not only 
covered with soot but it is also slight­ 
ly charred. 
The wood, possibly a bit 
of birch, is excellently preserved. The 
outer 
wrapping of 
bark 
is purplish 
black, indicating that it had been dis­ 
colored by smoke. 
That on which the 
characters are written is as thin as a 
bit of printing paper of this day, a 
pinkish yellow, as fresh, apparently, 
as the day it was put into the ground. 
The characters are written in red ink, 
possibly the juice of some 
fruit 
or 
plant. 
The color is bright 
and the 
work neat, that of an 
expert. 
The 
bark is not that of our common birch, 
but more like that which is used by 
the Indians farther north. 
The wax 
with which the bits of w'ood wrere seal- J your time to buy before the spring ruffi 
ed resembles very much dark sealing- ( onKer- 
wax of these days, melts very readily 
and gives out a faint odor. 
The find 
was made under the stump of a tree, 
two or three feet deep. Workmen think 
the tree must have been fifty years old.

At the legislative hearing given in 
Connecticut on woman suffrage Judge 
Hooker recalled tho fact that for many 
years he aud his friends had appealed 
to the legislature of Connecticut to 
grant suffrage to colored men and had 
met 
w ith 
“ contemptuous 
refusal” 
They then petitioned that colored peo­ 
ple should not be taxed, since they were 
not represented. 
This was conceded, 
aud from 1844 to 1871 the real and per­ 
sonal property of colored persons in 
Connecticut was exempted from taxa­ 
tion. 
Judge Hooker read a li tter w rit­ 
ten in 1874 by the late Amos A Law­ 
rence of Massachusetts to Abby Smith, 
a Connecticut woman who had allowed 
her property to be sold for taxes as a 
protest against taxation without repre­ 
sentation.
